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CHANGES CALIFORNIA COMMUNICABLE 
DISEASE REGULATIONS

the May 1946 meeting, the State Board 
Health passed several amendments the regulations 
for the control communicable disease. This action 


was but another the continuous series adjust- 


ments aimed keeping administrative public health 
practice accord with epidemiological knowledge. 

For many centuries quarantine was the principal, 
not the only, measure adopted for the prevention 
spread infection. The word quarantine itself 
come from the Italian (40) and the mean- 
ing derived from the practice detaining ships 
harbors for days means epidemic pre- 
This procedure started Venice the 
fourteenth century, was subsequently followed 


Other ports the world. the demands com- 


merce and knowledge communicable diseases in- 


during the nineteenth century, quarantine 


were correspondingly modified. 


More detailed understanding causes epidemics 


has been acquired accelerated pace during 


the present century. Advances bacteriology and 
immunity have revolutionized the old concepts. 
Keeping abreast these scientific developments, the 
modern health department relies only minor 
extent quarantine for the prevention disease. 
Par greater emphasis now placed upon specific 
immunizations and safeguarding the water, milk and 


food supplies than upon the placard. 


Adjusting Practice Current Knowledge 


Each successive step adjusting practice cur- 
rent knowledge must course accompanied 
POpular education. 


The too often still con- 


siders quarantine the one final means epidemic 
control. This attitude unjustified and should 
broken down. When present information indicates 
the futility general quarantine regulation, even 
instances where measures certain prevention are 
not yet available, seems wiser follow the course 
honesty. 

This not imply that all regulations—or even 
all quarantine regulations—are abandoned. 
But the trend definitely toward more discretionary 
use such powers. Such discretion can increasingly 
exercised the light modern knowledge the 
health officer who investigates the individual situa- 
tion. case scarlet fever the home dairy- 
man (especially one selling raw milk) obviously pre- 
sents far different public health significance from 
similar case the home factory worker. 
few cases meningitis community might not 
for the same handling the same number cases 
military camp. The health officer must have 
some latitude accomplish the maximum 
disease prevention with minimum social inconveni- 
ence. 

The three major changes the regulations con- 
fever, meningitis, and diarrhea the 
newborn. 


Scarlet Fever 


Since searlet fever has been shown only one 
treated distinct disease entity. Accordingly 
listed among the reportable diseases and handled 
Infections, Respiratory (including 
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Searlet fever, sorethroat, Streptococcal 
nasopharyngitis, and sorethroat).” 

The new regulation brings practice into corre- 
spondence with modern knowledge which indicates 
that Group streptococeal infections have the same 
epidemiological significance whether accompanied 
rash not. The person with streptococcal 
sorethroat may spread scarlet fever just well 
the person with searlet fever. Thus the household 
where one member shows response the erythro- 
toxin, i.e. has clinical searlet fever, should not 
penalized long quarantine period while next 
door neighbors with the same infection, but rash, 
are not subject quarantine. this connection 
popular understanding the need for isolation 
even minor respiratory infections order protect 
the patient himself well others should en- 
couraged. The isolation period the uncomplicated 
ease has been changed the duration the acute 
stage and minimum seven days. Quarantine 
contacts longer mandatory but should 
emphasized that the local health officer still has dis- 
cretionary power adopt quarantine sees fit. 
more complete discussion the changes the 
searlet fever regulation appeared the January 31, 
1946 issue California’s Health.) 


Meningitis 

Carriers are now known ex- 
widespread, especially during epidemic. 
fact one may predict epidemic meningitis 
population group following the asymptomatic 
rate. When reaches certain level sporadic 
begin appear and increases still further 
ensues. Trying control the disease 
quarantining contacts recognized cases obviously 
futile when studies have shown that majority the 
population may carrying the organism while only 
seattered cases are occurring the community. 
Hence the regulations provide that the case prop- 
erly isolated, quarantine contacts not required 
except the discretion the local health officer. 
Chemotherapy contacts has apparently been 
value checking epidemics certain situations and 
this question also left the judgment the health 
officer. 

Diarrhea the Newborn 

Several experiences recent years have 
proved that diarrhea the newborn may 
sweep through even good nurseries. Striking with 
only minimal warning, the disease often carries high 
fatality rate. The only satisfactory means control 
yet known close the nursery and thoroughly 
clean it. this the regulations have been made 


more stringent and because the importance 
prompt, resolute action they are here quoted full; 


“The definition reportable case diarrhea 
the newborn shall follows: 
“Diarrhea the newborn weeks age 
ice. Diarrhea the newborn, regardless 
etiology, shall suspected exist when 
infant has more than one liquid stool hours 
and shall considered definitely present this 
persists for more than days. exception 
may made the case entirely breastfed 
infants who show sign illness and are gain- 
ing weight. 
“The infant suspected diarrhea shall placed 
strict isolation until discharged from the hos- 
pital, and the case shall reported immedi- 
ately telephone the local health officer. 
“If more cases occur, the nursery shall 
quarantined and newborn infants shall 
admitted until all exposed infants have been 
discharged and the nursery thoroughly cleaned. 
addition these regulations, the rules and 
regulations pertaining maternity homes and 
hospitals shall followed.” 


Other Changes Regulations 

Several relatively minor changes were also adopted 
the board and the numerical arrangement has 
been completely revised fit the regulations into 
the pattern the Administrative Code. somewhat 
greater significance was the separation “Jaundice, 
Infectious” into “Hepatitis, and 
cordance with etiological the two dis- 
eases. 

changes were made poliomyelitis. Quaran- 
tine still required for this disease. 

The revised regulations are now being printed and 
will distributed soon available. They went 
into effect July 1946.

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PLAN FOR ENCEPHALITIS STUDY 
Lester M.D., Acting Chief, 
Bureau Acute Communicable Disease 

Under special grant provided the recent ses- 
sion the Legislature, the State Department Pub- 
mosquito-borne diseases. Major emphasis being 
placed upon encephalitis which present the most 
serious mosquito-borne disease California and the 
one which our knowledge least com- 
plete. 

During the past years (1936-1945) 1,383 human 
eases encephalitis have been reported the State, 
most them the San Joaquin-Sacra- 
mento Valley. 1945, 288 were reported. 
The disease also prevalent among horses, being 
estimated that many 1,000 equine cases oceurred 
1945. 


Knowledge Vectors and Reservoirs Limited 

Studies recent years the Hooper Foundation 
and others have indicated mosquitoes the vector 
and suggested the possibility bird reservoir 
the virus. However, present knowledge the epi- 
demiological chain still leaves considerable gaps. 

Two strains virus—Western and St. Louis— 
are known present California but only 
small definite clinical cases can 
shown due either these. Hence another 
strain, even several others, may responsible 
for human and animal cases. Several species 
mosquitoes, particularly Culex tarsalis, are 
transmitting the known viruses experimentally and 
have also been found infected nature. The signifi- 
cance these observations will doubt 
further studies, especially those concerning the 
biology the implicated mosquitoes. 

With respect the true reservoir the infection 
our information can only regarded fragmen- 
tary. Various wild and fowl have been 
implicated but the evidence clear-cut. 
question this connection how the 
virus persists through the winter months reappear 
each summer. 


Program Secure Data 

with intent get further data these 
questions and develop the best means controlling 
those mosquitoes already known involved, that 
the investigation being conducted. The program 
will include study human and ani- 
mal cases which are reported, laboratory diagnosis, 
studies, and field and laboratory seareh 
for reservoir. 


far personnel permit, every human will 
visited epidemiologist and every animal 
ease veterinarian that basic information 
diagnosis, locale, and probable 
exposure may obtained. 

order make etiological diagnosis the labo- 
ratory must receive two specimens blood from 
each patient—one taken early, soon the disease 
and the second, during convalescence, 
about two three weeks after onset. These two 
specimens are then compared for level antibody 
titre. Proper spacing these samples essential 
because the test based upon demonstrating rise 
antibody titre during the course the illness.* 
Besides blood samples from all suspected cases, brain 
tissue from fatal cases being sought for isola- 
tion known unknown viruses. Material for 
this type work must, course, obtained before 
the body embalmed. The tissue then frozen 
dry ice for transport the laboratory. 

addition entomological inspection prem- 
ises where human animal cases routine 
check stations the area are being estab- 
lished observe the species and density 
mosquitoes which are present. Certain lots 
mosquitoes, after being identified, will sent 
the laboratory for attempted isolation virus. 
Other studies will pertain the life 
habits the various mosquitoes and the most effi- 
cient and economical means controlling them. 
special demonstration methods controlling 
the mosquito vectors both and malaria 
being earried out Yolo County. 

attempt get further information pos- 
sible reservoirs the virus, wild and domestie ani- 
mals and birds will studied. 


Need for Prompt Reporting 

Obviously, the success the study depends largely 
upon receiving prompt reports human equine 
eases encephalitis. Physicians who see case 
which the disease suspected are being requested 
send sample whole blood the Virus 
Laboratory, 1392 University Ave., Berkeley, and 
report the case telephone their local 
health officers. The latter are turn asked notify 
the State Department Health teletype 
telephone. event death, physicians and 
hospitals have been requested the State De- 
partment telephone. 

Provision has been made for consulta- 
tion physicians upon their request connection 
with all virus diseases, such

STATE LABORATORY REPORTS ISOLATION. 
LOUIS VIRUS FROM HUMAN CASE 


The isolation the Virus Laboratory the State 
Department Public Health the virus St. Louis 
encephalitis from fatal case who contracted his dis- 
ease California reported Dr. Edwin Len- 
nette the March, 1946, issue the Proceedings 
the Society for Experimental Biology and Medicine. 
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This the first isolation St. Louis 
virus from any vertebrate host outside the 
St. Louis area. 

Dr. McD. Hammon and Dr. Reeves the 
Foundation had reported previously the recoy. 
ery St. Louis encephalitis virus from naturally 
infected mosquitoes (Aedes dorsalis Meigen) caught 
Kern County 1944. (American Journal 
Health, August, 1945). 

The patient was itinerant agricultural worker who 
had resided Kern County the neighborhood 
Bakersfield and Arvin for year prior moving 
auto trailer camp near Stockton September 
and was hospitalized with diagnosis acute 
litis, etiology undetermined. died the fourth 
hospital day. considered probable that the patient 
contracted his infection Kern County. 


DEVELOPMENTS PROGRAM FOR 
CEREBRAL PALSIED CHILDREN 

supervising physical therapist, Mr. Raymond 
Taibl, has been appointed the staff the Bureau 
Maternal and Child Health the State Department 
Public Health. will have the responsibility 
for developing the physical therapy aspects the 
crippled children program and supervision the 
physical therapists who will assigned the State 
Department local areas work with 
children, particularly those with cerebral palsy. 

During the past year Mr. Taibl was charge 
physical therapy for the crippled children program 
Vallejo and Solano County and while there devel- 
oped the physical therapy service the cerebral 
palsy class the Vallejo schools. 

Special classes for cerebral palsied children will, 
schools various parts the State during the com- 
ing year. The services physical therapists experi- 
enced cerebral palsy will made available these 
schools carry the program physical rehabilita- 
tion under medical supervision. 

The physical therapy program the Department 
Health will closely correlated with the 
work the resident schools for cerebral palsied 
children, the Children’s Hospital Los Angeles, 
and the diagnostic center the University Cali- 
fornia San Franciseo. Regular diagnostic 
for children with cerebral palsy have begun the 
University California Hospital. are

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NEW SOUTHEAST HEALTH CENTER 
OPENS LOS ANGELES 

The new Southeast District Health Center the 
Los Angeles City Health Department was officially 
opened June 16th. The new structure, built 
cost quarter million dollars, joint project 
the Federal Works and the City Los 
Angeles. Outstanding features the plant are the 
soundproof ceilings, play-yard for children, lecture 
room seating 130, the pastel coloring and light birch 
paneling, the abundance sunlight and fresh air. 
Modern laboratory facilities and increased space 
for consultation, diagnosis, and treatment will per- 
mit more adequate handling those who seek health 
services. Five services are offered in: Mater- 
nity care, child health, nutrition, venereal diseases, 
and tubereulosis, also services such Pasteur treat- 
ment, immunizations, and re-entrance examinations 
for school children.

The violations range from 5-gallon sales itinerant 
vendors deals involving thousands gallons. 

Investigations usually show pattern sales lead- 
ing back through four five dealers. Each makes 
profit, thereby bringing the per cent cotton- 
seed oil worth about $1.25 per gallon $10.00 per 
gallon. Some “olive oil” has been found adulterated 
with peanut, cottonseed, corn, sesame, and even min- 
eral oil. 

has been determined that agent large 
petroleum corporation has solicited the trade vari- 
ous restaurants, several which were found using 
mineral oil salad dressings. bakery has been 
using making bread. 
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MADERA PROGRAM

STATE RECEIVES FOUNDATION GRANT

preventive mental hygiene services the local level.
